ADDITIONAL GERMAN TAXATION. 


* Chancellor Declares Allies’? Demand 
. “Absolutely Impossible.” 
: Berlin, March 28. 

In the Reichstag, the Chancellor, Dr. Wirth, declared that the 
Reparations Commission's demand for the imposition of sixty 
ceilliard marks of fresh taxazion is absolutely impossible. ‘ 

Dr. Wirth. while accepsing many of the views expresied by the 
Reparations Commission, said that the latter had apparently ignored 
the importance of German taxation reforms, and particularly. the 
compulsory loan. He dwelt on the unforeseen burden in consequence 
of the exchange conditions, which hed upset the whole Budget plan 
aad increased the Badgetury defizit from 28 to 220 milliardsof marks. 
Dr, Wirth emphatically protested sgainst the principle of Allied 
control in asseasmen and collection of taxation. 

Reported Resignation of French Ambassador. 

The newspaper Zi? states that M. Laurent, the French Ambas- 
sedor to Germany, is resigning owing to disagreement with the 
French policy, especially the Reparations Cotc mission's note.

- THE WASHENGTON TREATIES. | 


Washington, March as. 


Despatches show that the main interest in the Sanate's ratifica- 
tion of the Pacitic Treaty lies in the demonstration of America’s ¢cn- 
tinued freaty-making power cespite the constitutional abstacle re- 
garding the treaty itself. Neither in the press oF elsewhere is 
opposition manifested except as tegards details-many holding that 
China should have been included and provision made to include 
Russia later.. Otherwise there is general agreement that the treaty 
is a big improvement compared with the AngloJapanese allisnee. 
Reservations to the treaties will certainly be forthcoming from 
Paris, both in the Chamber and Senate, but the prospect of serious 
opposition is negligible. :

History of the Famous Shrine. 


Orce again the enormons inflox 
of crawds to the healing grotto at 
Lourdes brings the story of this 
grotto te mind. Lourdes came 
into importance in 1858 when the 
yeung religious peasant girl, 
Bernadotte, bac repeated visions 
of the Virgin Mary ina secluded 
dell’ near her home. A small 
spring rose from the spot, the 
water of which was claimed to 
possess healing powers. Since 
then, this place has been haunted 
by multitades of People, of all 
vationalities, afflicted with every 
kind of disease, all hoping agains: 
hope that they may return from 
thence cored of their complaiat. 
Each year sees new Patients 
arriving, together with those who 
year after year renew their 
Pilgrimage in the fresh hope that 
they may be granted relief. 

WHAT ZOLA THOUGHT. 

Many onls know the story of 
this erstwhile smalltown through 
Zola’s “ Lourdes,” a book written 
in more than his uenally vivid 
ene graphic style. He tried to 
show how the poor pilgrims were 
deceived as they struggled 
towards the baths filled with the 
grotto weter. As the spring is 
too small to supply such a great 


multitude, many of them, suffer. . 


ing from every description of 
ness, bave to dip into the same 
water. It may be true, as Zola 
Pointed out, that this effort of 
bathing, repeated twice daily, 
hastened the end of the feeblest 
amongst them, but noone had 
authority to refasethis fulfilment 
of their wish.

To be ‘Changed by Imperial 
Migration Scheme. 


Par-reaching plans by which, 
at the end af the centursy the 
world’s balance of population 
‘nay be altered, were suggested 
by Mr. Winston Churchill when 
fe received an influential de- 
autaton advocating increased 
migration from the British Tales 
to o-her parts of tho Empire. 

Mr. Churchill promised finar- 
cial assistance ftom the Imperial 
-Goveenment, and hoped for the 
general co-operation of the Over- 
‘yea Dominions in establishing | 
permanent snd cootinuous em- 
igration. He anticipated that the! 
Bill dealing with the problem 
would be psesed by Parliament 
this session. The deputation in- 
eluded Lord Sydenham, Lord 
Stanley, Lord Galway. Lord 
Buxton, and also representatives 
of the Colonial Institute Erigra- 
tion Committee, the British Dom- 
iniens’ Emigration Committee, 


the Crown Colonies” Committee, | 


YBLCA. Salvation Army, 
Church Emigration Society, Child 
Emigration Society, Public 
Schools Emigration Organisation, 
and the British Women's Fede- 
ration. . 

Lord Sydenham, introducing 
the deputation, stated it was the 
nioat representative deputation on 
emigration ever organised. We 
neliavad the prosperity of the 
Empire depended on migration. 
Hritain was aver-popalated, while 
-ome of the Dominions: especial- 
ty Australia, were exposed to real 
danger owing to under popula- 
tion. A redistribution of the 
>opulation within the Emnira was 
not a sectional but an Iinperial 
gestion. Independent action on 
the part of any one Dominion was 
intile, Private action was im- 
oracticable.

Lord Robert Ceeit on Warld 
Peace. . 


Lord Robert Cecil addressed, a 
meeting of the General Council of 
the Leagues af Nations Union, at 
Birmingham. He said that the 
course of history since the war 
showed that the League spirit was 
essential if there waa toa ba any 
progress in real international ca- 
operation, and that tha Loague 
sp&at could only be achieved by 
some definite organization of the 
nations on the lines laid down in 
the Cavenant. Diplomatic train- 
ing was of great importance ip 
dealing with intarnations] affairs, 
and they shoukl press chat the 
assamblies and couaccils of the 
League should have at their back 
—atany rate as far as this country 
was cancerned—the whole force 
and experience of the Foreign 
Office and of the — trained 
diplomatic intellect. 

Discussing dissrmamant, Lard 
Robert Cecil said that unless we 
eculd secure some realiv eflective 
general limitation of armaments it 
was not reasonable to hope for any 
permanent peace. He was strong, 
ly of opinion that. in the anterests 
of peace, an economic recanstruc- 
tion of Europa was urgently 
necessary. Thera were two graye 
objections to the Conference at 
Genoa. .One was that it ought to 
be under the League and work- 
ing with the League's machinery, 
and the other was that he under- 
stood two of the most important 
Powers were not prepared totake 
part in an unrestricted Con- 
ference. He screed that they 
could not deal with the economic 
situation in Europe unless they 
solved the Renaratiora questton. 
The Lum = arrangements 
made under the Treaty af Ver- 
sailles Lad been the greatest pog- 
sible misfortune ta Europe. 

‘ Lord Rabert Coril canc!uded hy 
moving, or behalf af the Exeeu- 
tive, aseri-s of resolutions deal- 
ing with the future policsof the 
League. One resolution urged 
that the British Crovernment 
shoula formally lay 
down that the Leazus 
the keystone of ita  foreizn 
pehey, and should so iciform all 
its representatives abroad. It was 
also contended that it should b. 
avowed part of British policy to 
extend the membership of the 
League so as to inciude tbe 
United States, Russia, and Ger- 
many. A finslsuggestion was that 
we sbould offer to make larze 
concessions in our claim for 
Teparations, and to cancel Allied 
debts, provided that ‘our Allies 
would agree that the amountof 
reparations tobe paid by Germany 
and the method of. payment

It was necessary that the prob

While cresting employ ment he 
strengly commended the schemes 
Senator Millen submitted to the 
Colonial Offics Emigration Con- 
ference under which the im- 
migrants: would proceed direct to 
partially-prepared settlements. 
His Australian experience con- 
vinced his that it would be 
dangerous to place settlers on un- 
develuped lands. Victoria possess- 
ei many areas capable of closer 
sattlament; New South Wales 
also, acd possibly other States. It 
was estimated the cost of placing 
each settier waa over a thousand 
younds. He proposed that the 
vrants be divided between pre- 
parng the settlements and 
financing the settlers. 


VAMILY MIGRATION ALVOCATED. 
Misr Oldham, on behalf. of the 
Womer's societies, advocated 
family migration on the Cana- 
dian plan, particularly of women 
andchiidren. Lient.-Col Amery, 
eho accompanied Mr. Churchill, 
wated that three years’ ex- 
perience as chairman of the 
Overseas Settlement Committee, 
- had convinced him that it was 
necessary to secure the co- 
operation of the Dominions in 
increasing the Toigration of wo- 
menand children. ,

following plans for reforms in the 
judiciary are contained in the 
petition: 

(2) The power now held in the 
smaller towns of the ‘provinces 
exclusively by the magistrates be 
rescinded “and proper 
established. 

(2) The number of superior 
courts in the provinces shall be 
increased in omer to prevent a 
congestion of Court calendars and 
to expedite litigation.

(4) Military men who violate 
the civil. laws shall be dealt with 
by the civil authorities.
